IS GOVERNED 

(continued from proceeding issue) 

PERIOD OF RESPONSIBLE 

GOVERNMENT IN CANADA 
1840—1867 

The act of 1840, which reunited 
the provinces of Upp-. ■ and Lower 
Canada under one gou-mment, was 
the commencement olL the Fourth 
Period of political devel.'pment which 
lasted until 1867. ThJkFrench Can¬ 
adians looked upon the act at first 
with suspicion. The f aet that the 
French language was-re longer plac¬ 
ed on the same footing as English, 
in official documents / and parlia¬ 
mentary proceedings, together with 
the fact that Upper Canada, had the 
same representation as Lower Can. 
ada in the assembly, despite the low¬ 
er poluation of the latter section at 
the time of union, was considered an 
injustice to the French Canadians, 
against which they did not fail to re. 
monstrate for years. * But so far from 
the act of 1840, which united the Can¬ 
adas, acting unfavorably tb the 
French Canadiar} people, it eventual¬ 
ly gave them a predon aagee in the 
councils of the corn; VI prepared 
the way . Ym-m7i- : 'Y: ation 

of 1867 which has handed ovef to 
them the control of their own pro-*| 
vinee. French soon became an offi¬ 
cial language by an amendment of 
the union act, and the clause prol 
viding for equality of representation 
proved an advantage to French Can¬ 
ada when the ’upper province exceed¬ 
ed in population the French Canadi. 
an section. 

The act of 1840 was framed on the 
principle of giving larger political 
privileges to the Canadians and was 
accompanied by instructions, to the 
goveijaror-general, Mr Poulet Thomp¬ 
son,' afterwards Lord Sydenham, 
which laid the foundation of respon¬ 
sible government. It took sevreal 
years to give full effect to the leading 
principles of parliamentary govern, 
ment, and it was not until the arriv¬ 
al in 1847 of Lord Elgin,one of the 
ablest governors.general Canada has 
ever had, that the people enjoyed in 
its completeness that system of • the 
responsiblity of the cabinet to parlia¬ 
ment without which our constitution 
would be unworkable. 

The Canadian legislature was giv¬ 
en full control of taxation, , supply 
and expenditure in accordance with 
English constitution principles. The 
clergy reserves difficulty was settled 
and the lands sold for public or muni¬ 
cipal purposes, the interest of exist¬ 
ing rectors and incumbents being 
guarded. 

The great land question of Canada, 
ada, was disposed of by buying out 
the seignorial tenure of Lower Can- 
the claims of the seigniors, and the 
people of Lower Canada were freed 
from exactions which had become 
not so much onerous as vexatious, 
and were placed on the same free 
footing as other settlers in the Eng¬ 
lish commqnities of America. 

Municipal institutions of a liberal 
nature, especially in what is now the 
province of Ontario, were establish, 
ed and the people of the two pro¬ 
vinces were given that control over 
their local affairs in the counties, 
townships, cities and parishes, which 
Is so desirable.

Anouncement was made September 
15th at Montreal by the Railway Ass¬ 
ociation of a further reduction in the 
rate on grain and grain products 
from Port William for export via At¬ 
lantic ports. The reduction amounts 
to seven cents per 100. and is in 
hdjition to the three: cents per 100 
pounds given earlier in the pear and 
the five per ceht. reduction in Jan¬ 
uary. 


Storage charges at country eleva¬ 
tors have been advanced on all grains 
with the exception of oats, according 
to a decision which has been handed 
out by the board of grain commis¬ 
sioners, following a hearing last 
month, in which the Saskatchewan 
Co-operative Elevator company asked 
for an increase. Maximum charges 
for the present grain season are 

For special binning- of all grains ex¬ 
cept oats, 2% cents per bushel 
for the first fifteen days, the charge 
on oats remaining at 1% cents. 

Maximum charge for all other stor¬ 
age except oats 2 cents per bushel 
the maximum charge on oats remain¬ 
ing at 1% cents.

Show Thumbs Please 


Canadian chilled beef which was 
shipped to the English markets re¬ 
cently was very favorably comment¬ 
ed on by the trade and in view of the 
interest which is being aroused 
through the activities of the special 
committee appointed by the TJ.F.A. , 
the following extracts from a report 
from Canadian Trade Commissioner 
Watson, appearing in the Trade and 
Commerce Bulletin are especially val¬ 
uable: 

He says the shipment of about 1,000 
quartrs of Ontario beef, slaughtered 
at Tononto, July 14, by the Harris 
Abattoir company, and despatched 
immediately to Montreal to catch the 
steamer Megantic, and landed in Liv¬ 
erpool on July 24, a 10-day trip. The 
beef was transported throughout at 
a temperature which did not fall be¬ 
low freezing point, the condition itas 
practically that of fresh , killed beef, 
and arrived in excOTenT*?j(Wmbn ■ 

The disposition of the shipment was 
handled by a firm operating exten¬ 
sively in all kinds, and the member 
of the firm in charge of the shipment 
above gives the following report: 

“Following our chat last week 1 can 
now give you some account of the 
chilled beef per Megantic from Can¬ 
ada. The shipment consisted of 
about 1,000 quarters of prime corn- 
fed steers and arrived in Liverpool in 
first rate condition being perfectly 
chilled but without any trace of frost. 
This ensures it cutting up without 
dripping which frozen meat always 
does after thawing. 

“A relatively small quantity was 
marketed in Liverpool and Manches¬ 
ter but the bulk was railed to Lon¬ 
don. The weather was extremely hot 
and the journ*y detracted consider¬ 
ably from the appearance of the beef 
on arrival. In spite of this it sold 
readily at about 10 per cent more than 
the best Argentine chilled beef. 

“The best feature is the fact that 
al the butchers who purchased the 
beef were delighted with it and will 
buy it regularly if the supply is avail¬ 
able. I am of pinion that if the beef 
were shipped direct to London and 
the trade could rely on a regular 
weekly supply that prices would be 
obtained approximating more nearly 
to English-killed beef than at pres-

Some of the early lieutentnt-gov- 
ernors were for years in constant con¬ 
flict with the assembly, and during 
one admistration the island was prac¬ 
tically without representative govern¬ 
ment for ten years. 

The political situation was made 
much worse by the fatal mistake com¬ 
mitted at the very commencement of 
its history, of granting all the public 
lands in fact the whole Island to a 
few absentee proprietors, and It was 
not until the admision of the province 
into the confederation that this burn¬ 
ing question was satisfactorily settled 
by the purchase of the claims of the 
landlords Responsible government 
was not actually established until 
1850-51, when the assembly obtained 
full control, like the other provinces, 
of its public revenues, and was allow¬ 
ed to manage its local affairs,

NEWFOUNDLAND 


The great island of Newfoundland, 
which stands at the very gateway of 
the Dominion of Canada, was claimed 
as a possesion of England by virtue of 
the discoveries of John Cabot in 1497, 
and of Sir Humphrey Gilbert in 1583 
the later having received permission 
to asserti English jurisdiction over 
the island. 

For very many years thv island w..... 
only a resort for fishermen of all na¬ 
tions and the scene of conflicts be¬ 
tween France and England. In 1713 
the island was finally ceded to Eng— 
menced to form settlements around its 
shores. 

Until 1832 the system of government 
was most arbitary, and a. few wealthy 
merchants in England and their 
agents in the colony practically con¬ 
trolled affairs. In that year repre¬ 
sentative institutions were given to 
the people. The government consist¬ 
ed of a lieutenant-governor assisted 
by an appointed council, with both 
legi slative and executive functions, 
end an elected assembly. 

Tri:-1854 responsible government was 
‘conceded. The government is in the 
hands of a lieutenant-governor ap¬ 
pointed by the king; of an executive 
or advisory council of nine minis¬ 
ters;; of a, legislative council of fif¬ 
teen members, appointed by the go¬ 
vernor on the advice of the executive 
council; of an assembly of thirty—six 
members, elected by ballot every four 
years, there being manhood suffrage, 
(that is, every man having a vote). 

France, by virtue of the Treaty of 
Utrecht (1713), of Paris (1763), of 
Versailles (1783), and of Paris again 
(1815), enjoyed certain fishery rights 
on a. wide extent of the western and 
northeasterly coast, which prevented 
immiigraition and created difficulties 
hut by the Anglo-French convention 
of 1904 France renounced these rights

Saskatchewan Law 


The meeting called for last Satur¬ 
day evening by President Cubitt, was 
not held owing to absence of mem¬ 
bers.

Macrorie Justice Settles Point 
Between Farmers; Counter 
Complaint Upheld 


A case involving several legal 
points of great interest to farmers 
was heard before Christopher Sutton, 
J.P., at Macrorie last week. Ac¬ 
cording to the evidence, L. A. Dun¬ 
ning, found three colts in his hay¬ 
stack, and, sent his son to put them 
in the pound. The law states that 
‘It shall be the duty of the person im¬ 
pounding to leave with the pound- 
keeper a written statement giving a 
description of the animals, where 
they were captured, the damage done 
by them, and the fees charged for 
capture and delivery at the pound. 
No statement of this kind was left 
with the poundkeeper. 

O. P. Fredeon, who was respon¬ 
sible. for the colts, believing that the 
colts had been taken out of his pas¬ 
ture, had a notice prepared, of his 
intention to apply to a justice of the 
peace on account of the illegal im¬ 
pounding of the horses. This was 
left with the poundkeeper and the 
complaint laid. 

The justice held that the impound¬ 
ing was illegal because no written 
statement was left by the captor with 
the poundkeeper, and an order was 
made that the poundkeeper should 
return the money which Mr. Fredeen 
had paid, and that L. A. Dunning 
should pay all costs of the proceed¬ 
ings, $14.40; and all fees to which 
the poundkeeper was entitled, $5, 
and in default, the amount to be lev¬ 
ied by distress and sale of his goods. 
The justice also explained that any 
person illegially impounding- any an¬ 
imal is also liable on conviction to be 
fined up to $100 as well as being or¬ 
dered to pay all costs of the proceed¬ 
ings and pound fees. H. M. Nelson, 
Esq., barrister, represented Fredeon, 
and W. H. Hokttf- , i j ml yi -v.,--barrister 
appeared for Dunning.

This constitution 
remained in force until the re-annex¬ 
ation of the island in 1820 to Nova 
Scotia of which it still forms a part. 


PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


The island of Prince Edward, form¬ 
erly known as St John, formed a part 
of Nova SJcotia until 1769, when it 
was created a separate province, with 
a government consisting of a lieuten¬ 
ant-governor and a combined execu¬ 
tive and legislative council. 

In 1773 an assembly was elected.

MARITIME PROVINCES 
1714J1867 


Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and 
Prince Edward Island were formerly 
portions of the French . domain in 
America. John Cabot, a Venetian in 
the employ of Henry VII. of England, 
appears to have discovered Cape Bre¬ 
ton and Nova Scotia in 1497 and 1498, 

[ but the French were the first to make 
a settlement in 1603 on the banks of 
the Annapolis Basin. Nova Scotia, 
New Brunswick and a considerable 
part of Maine were in the days of 
French rule known as Arcadie, an In¬ 
dian name. (Akade means a place, 
and was always used in connection 
with another Indian word showing 
some feature of the locality. Thus 
Anagakade is White Place or Point). 

The present maritime provinces be¬ 
came the possession of England by 
the treaties of Utrecht (1713) and of 
Paris (1763). None of these ,pro. 
vinces were given constitutions by 
the parliament of Great Britain, as 
was the case with old Canada; but 
they enjoyed as complete a system 
of self-government as that large pro¬ 
vince. Their constitutions must be 
sought for in the commissions of the 
lieuteant governors, despatches of 
the colonial secretary of state, im¬ 
perial statutes, and various official 
documents, which built up in the 
course of time a legislative system 
and responsible government.

provinces of British North America, 
But before I proceed to refer to the 
results of the convention of British 
American Statesmen that met at Que¬ 
bec in 1864, and framed a system of 
federal union, it is necessary that I 
should refer to the progress of popular 
government in the maritime provinces 
so that this historical sketch may be 
made complete up to 1867. 


1890—1867. (Under the Union Act) 

The two Canada’s joined again as 
the Province of Canada and respon¬ 
sible government introduced, govern¬ 
ment being made by a Governor-Gen¬ 
eral, an Executive Council respons¬ 
ible to the Assembly, a Legislative 
Council, first appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernor upon the advice of the Execu¬ 
tive Council and in 1856 made elect¬ 
ive, the members previously appoint¬ 
ed for life continuing to hold their 
seats, and by a House of Assembly 
elected by the people. 

1867. Confederation (under the 
British North America Act, 1867. 
The province was divided into two 
and became part of the Dominion of 
Canada under the names of the Pro¬ 
vince of Quebec and the Province of 
Ontario, their respective boundaries 
being similiar to those of the old pro. 
vinces of Upper and Lower Canada, 
the government consisting of: — 

(1) The Federal Government—A 

GoverSii. appointed by the 

Sovereign, a Cabinet responsible to 
the House of Commons, a Senate ap¬ 
pointed by the Governor General upon 
the advice of the Cabinet, and a 
House of Commons elected by the 
people. 

(2) The Provincial Governments—A 
Lieutenant Governor, appointed by 
the Governor General on the advice of 
his Cabinet, an Executive Council re¬ 
sponsible to the House of Assembly, 
and a House of Assembly elected by 
the people. Quebec and Nova Scotia 
also have Legislative Councils con¬ 
sisting of members appointed for life

officers, clerks, and other employees 
of the government,, is termed ‘ci¬ 
vil’ because their work is connected 
with the civil work of the government 
as distinguished from the military or 
naval services) which necessarily 
plays so important a part in the ad. 
ministration of government, was 
placed on a permament basis. 

The legislative union did its work 
until the political conditions of Can. 
ada again demanded another radical 
and , political development of the 
change in keeping with the material 
country, and capable of removing the 
difficulties that had arisen in the op¬ 
eration of the act of 1840—equal to ts 
population increased by the great 
immigration which naturally sought 
—— "n' and fertile province—were 

steadily resisted by the French Cana¬ 
dians as an undue interference with 
the security' granted to them under 
the act. 

This resistance gave rise to great 
irritation in Upper Canada where a 
powerful party made representation 
by population their platform, a stable 
government at last became practic¬ 
ally impossible on account of the op¬ 
posing parties in the Assembly being 
so nearly equal in numbers.

NOVA SCOTIA 


In Nova Scotia, from 1713 to 1757, 
the provincial government consisted 
of a governor or lieutenant-governor 
and a council possessing both legis¬ 
lative and, executive powers. A le- 
gislaitve assembly sat for the first 
time at Halifax on the 2nd October, 
1758, or thirty-four years before re¬ 
presentative assembles met at Ne¬ 
wark (now Niagara), the capital of 
Upper Canada for several years, and 
at Quebec, the capital of Lower Can¬ 
ada.

NEW BRUNSWICK 


New Brunswick, founded by Loyal¬ 
ists, was separated from Nova Scotia 
and created a distinct province in 
1784. Its first government consisted 
of a lieutenant-governor, and a 
council having both legislative and 
executive functions, and an assembly 
elected by the people. 

At the time of the outbreaks in Up¬ 
per and Lower Canada, 1837-8, there 
was still a considerable amount of 
disatisfaction in the maritime pro¬ 
vinces, arising from the existence in 
each province of an irresponsible 
council exercising' executive, legisla¬ 
tive, and even judicial powers, the 
constant interference of the imperial 
government in purely local matters, 
and the abuse of the powers of the 
representative and executive bodies; 
but if there was in those sections 
‘les serious discontent and less obstru¬ 
ction to the regular course of govern¬ 
ment, it was because there was a 
nearer approach to sound constitu¬ 
tional practice. 

In New Brunswick especialy, the 
political controversies that had been 
extremely bitter between the execu¬ 
tive and legislative authorities were, 
to a great extent, ended by the grant 
of the control of all the revenues to 
the assembly. Before 1840 the legis¬ 
lative councils in the two provinces 
Were no longer allowed to exerlcise 
both executive and judicial functions 
By 1848 responsible government was 
fully established.

each of the other provinces; of an ex¬ 
ecutive or advisorycouncil, appointed

Having had many years experience 
of local self-government, having 
shown their ability to govern them- v 
selves, having recognized the neefes- 
sity for a union which would give 
them greater strength within the Em¬ 
pire, and afford larger facilities for 
Commercial relations between each ot¬ 
her, and with the rest of the world, 
the governments of the several pro¬ 
vinces,' whose constitutional history 
we have breifly reviewed, united 
with the leaders of the opposition in 
the different legislative bodies, with 
the object of carrying out this great 
measure. 

A convention of thirty-three repre¬ 
sentative men was held in the autumn 
of 1864 in the historic city of Quebec; 
and after a deliberation of several 
weeks the result was the. unanimous 
adoption of seventy-two resolutions 
embodying the terjns on which the 
provinces through their delegates 
agreed t,o. a federal, union. 

These resolutions had to belaid be¬ 
fore the various legislatures and 
adopted in the shape of addresses to 
the Queen, so that the wishes of the 
provinces might be embodied in an 
imperial statute. 

In the earlier part of 1867 the Im¬ 
perial parliament passed the statute 
known as the “British North America 
Act, 1867,” which united in the first 
instance the province of Canada, 
(divided by the Act into the provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec) with Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick, and made 
! provision for the coming in of the 
other provinces of Prince Edward 
Island, Newfoundland,, and British 
Columbia, and the (admission of 
Rupert’s Land and the great North¬ 
west . 

Newfoundland has always refused 
to join the union. Prince Edward 
Island joined in 1873.
